Washington, Nov. 17.—The Far 


Eastern negotiations await the re- 
ply of Japan to the declaration of 
China's rights, and the American 
move for limitation of naval anna.

Great Britain.

problems, "which, for the moment, 
arc in the foreground of the arms 
conference, were advanced by the 
Big Nine today to the point of ao 
agreement that a general exchange 
of views on. China's program 
should precede any consideration 
of specifies points. Such a gen- 
eral presentation of views Japan 
was nnprepftred to mafee, and the 
Big Xine adjourned until Satur- 
day,

FRENCH GREATLY INTERESTED 
IN FAR EASTERN SETTLEMENT 


Washington, Nov. IT,—France can- 


not rest indifferent to any settlement 
of Far Eastern questions, said M. Al- 
bert Sarraut, the French colonial min- 
ister, who is a delegate to the Wash- 
ington conference. In discussing ques- 
tions Tvith newspaper correspondents 
tonight. 


"'I am very sympathetic toward the 


Chinese," M, Sarraut said. "I have 
ail affection for them acquired durins 
the seven years in which I was govern- 
or ot Indo-China. I believe I know 
the problems of the Bast, and France 
is disposed to consider measures for 
aiding China and in helping to make 
a. new China."

Criticizes Chiuese Proposals. 


Kew York, Nov. 17,—The ten prin- 


ciples presented 
yesterday 
to 
the 


Washington conference on the limita- 
tion of armaments by the Chinese 
delegation do not voice the just claims' 
of China, Wa Soo, representative In 
this country of Sun Yat Sen, Presi- 
dent ot the South China 
republic, 


declared today. 


Ma Soo, -who came to this city to 


lecture at Columbia university, issued 
a formal statement Ja which he said: 


"The proposal submitted 
by 
the 


Peking delegation is a distinct disap- 
pointment. This Is no time for plati- 
tudes and inane generalities. 
What 


the Chinese people want ja some defi- 
nite action for 
the 
restitution 
of 


China's rights. 


"They want the return of Shan- 


tung, the abrogation of the notorious 
21 demands, the agreement of 191S. 
and the 
series 
of secret 
treaties 


which virtually made China a vassal 
of Japan. 


"They want Manchuria and Inner 


Mongolia back and also Thibet 
They 


want the renunciation of the obnoxi-

He declared that the Peking dele- 


gation should have pressed these de- 
mands rather than formulated "gen- 
eral principles" which have been af- 
firmed and reaffirmed many 
times.

pects so much should not he allowed 
to degenerate Into an academic dis- 
cussion on 'general principles', which 
are self evident and universally ac- 
cepted."

newspaper correspondents—of whom

invited, and inasmuch as Admiral Kato 
spoke in Japanese anyhow, the vcr- 
sion of what he said is necessarily a 
second-hand one. It Is said, however, 
that the admiral told the journalists 
with some fluency and emphasis that 
the Japanese government, rather than 
the newspapers, would determine the 
course to bo pursued, and he outlned 
with lucidity how he would regard 
any such action as the correspondents 
proposed.

This reduction does not apply on pro- 
duce moving within New England.
